" DECISION ON APPEAL

This case 1is before the Public Emploﬁent Relations Board
(PERB or Board) on appeal of a Proposed Decision and Order issued
by an administrative law judge (ALJ). This matter involves a
petition for amendment of bargaining unit filed by the City of
Cresco pursuant to PERB rule 621-4.6, seeking to exclude the
Assistant chief of Police from a bargaining unit répresented by
Local 1068, American Federation of State, County and Municipal
Employees, AFL-CIO (AFSCME), based on his alleged supervisory
status. In his proposed decision, the ALJ determined that the
Assistant Chief is not a supervisor within the meaning of Iowa
Code section 20.4(2) aﬁd is appropriately included in the unit.
The City appealed this decision to the full Board.

Pursuant to PERB subrule 621-9.2(3), we have heard the case
upon the record submitted before the ALJ.

Oral arguments on appeal were presented to the Board on
February 10, 1999 by representatives of the parties--Renee Von
Bokern for the City and Tom Anthony for AFSCME. The City filed a

brief on appeal.
